Applicant's remaarks/arguments: 

"while outputting said decoded image data without conversion when said decoded 
image data has said first image resolution format... 

...output switching means connected to said OSD synthesis means.. .capable of 
inputting the image data having said first image resolution format .... " at response page 2. 

Examiner's response: 

As disclosed by Sita et al. (US 6,539,120 B1) "To effectively receive the digital images, a decoder should process the video signal 
information rapidly. To be optimally effective, the coding systems should be relatively inexpensive and yet have sufficient power to decode 
these digital signals in real time ..." at column 2, line 30. It would have been obvious if the input is already in high resolution, i.e. the first 
image resolution, then there is no need to go through ATV Video Decoder 121 resolution conversion "employs the Decoder Memory 130 to 
process the high resolution encoded video signal" at column 6, line 46, in order to have a decoder can "process the video signal information 
rapidly ... in real time" at column 2, line 31. 

As shown in Sita figure 11 A, "two output video signals are supported, a first output signal VIDoutI which supports any selected video format 
..." at column 29, line 1 1 . Since high resolution image, i.e. first image resolution, already accepted as one of the inputs it would have been 
obvious that the first image resolution format can be selected/accessed by the output switching means. 

Applicant's arguments have been considered but not persuasive and the Examiner's position remains unchanged. 
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
